Vienna, June ll (A P)—The Austri­ 
an government Sunday night decid­ 
ed to use law -enforcem ent methods 
of the American frontier to check 
a fast-spreading wave of bombings 
and terrorism.

of Nazi .sentiment. 
It came at the

, breaks of violence, including bomb­ 
ings and wrecking of railroad tracks 
here and in other p arts of Austria. 
An official announcem ent of the

I publish, declares th a t the direction 
of bombings in m any cases had been 
traced to Germ any.

the Golden Rule, “act according to 
that maxim only which you can 
wish at. the same time to become 
the universal law” (Kant), and hap­ 
piness. a good name, the favor of ! 
men. like good angels, will meet you 
on your way and go with you where­ 
soever you go. 
But in spite of universal experi­ 
ence to the contrary, men still put 
it to themselves th at these things 
can be gotten a t directly, through 
the possession and manipulation of 
things, if only they have enough of 
them. The man who tells his own 
story in Ecclesiastes tried, but fail- I 
ed and confessed his failure. That 
was long ago. 
He was an Oriental 
and the m aterials he gathered for I 
the experiment were Oriental. But 
the law is timeless, knows no geo­ 
graphical boundaries, is operative i 
East and West and at both Poles. 
A few years ago there passed from . 
the life and affairs of England a ! 
man who was characterized in the 
public prints as “perfect peer,” "per- j 
feet sport,” “perfect dandy," "per­ 
fect 
gentleman.” 
His 
achieve­ 
ments on the tu rf were famous. His 
collars and neckties set the fashion 
for the kingdom. 
His wealth was I 
enormous, his powers of oratory un­ 
rivalled, his book-knowledge richer 
than that of any British subject 
who has sat in Parliam ent with the 
exception of M acaulay’s. His man­ 
ners were polished, and nothing 
seemed wanting th at fortune could 
bestow. 
“The 
truest thing that 
could be said of Lord Rosebery,” re­ 
marked the society Journal, "The 
Throne.” was "th a t there never was 
any one like him in breeding, in 
ability 
and 
brilliance 
combined.” 
And yet his career was one of al­ 
most complete futility. 
It dazzled 
the eye, but did not illuminate the 
landscape. “W hen the people came 
to him for guidance," the "Throne” 
went on to say, “he presented them 
with a series of dissolving views. 
His speeches were so many intellec­ 
tual fireworks, 
exquisite to gaze 
upon, but affording no light to the 
footsteps. 
W hat was the matter? 
Simply th at no high and worthy 
purpose controlled or directed his 
many accomplishments and opulent 
resources. 
There was no limit to 
the splendid influence he might 
have exerted in his day and genera­ 
tion if, in addition to his manifold 
gifts and personal charms, he had 
had a baptism of righteousness "of 
intellectual conscientiousness.” And 
what In consequence, was his out­ 
look on life? “Life, he believed, he 
said it in a speech, is a poor thing at 
best. 
It is a series of disappoint­ 
ments, disillusions and discontents.” 
Such was the verdict of this darling 
of the British 
peerage, endowed 
with vast wealth, many acres and a 
historic title; owner of two or three 
of the stateliest homes in England 
and a villa on the Bay of Naples. 
winner of the Derby and favored 
suitor of the richest heiress of Eng­ 
land, who died blessing him and 
leaving him her immense riches, 
and finally Prem ier of the Empire 
Life,” he told the students of an 
ancient seat of learning, “life strip­ 
ped of its freshness becomes remi­ 
niscent of the apples of Sodom. 
What a wealth of possessions- What 
a futile career? 
W hat an empty 
heart and lip.” 
The experiment 
ended in the W est as in the East, 
the 20th century England as in 
ancient Palestine. 
Honor, happi­ 
ness, the esteem of our fellowmen 
cannot be gotten by having a multi 
tude of things. They are the price

Lancaster, June ll (AP)—A red 
rose was paid to the heirs of Baron 
Henry William Stiegel Sunday as 
rent for the ground he gave to the 
Zion Evangelical Lutheran church 
of Manheim, 162 years ago. 
The first two years the baron re­ 
ceived t/le rose himself but the third 
year he could not receive his law­ 
ful rent for he was in a debtor’s 
prison. 
Annually for the past forty years 
the ceremony of satisfying the deed 
has been carried out as a “feast of 
roses.” 
Sunday, in the church perfumed 
by countless blooms, the largest, and 
most fragrant red rose that could 
be found in the county was present­ 
ed by Justice Owen J Roberts, of 
the United States supreme court, to 
Dr. J. Horace McFarland. Harris­ 
burg, president of the American 
Rose society, for Mrs. John Robert­ 
son, of Mehanicsburg, a descendant 
of the baron. Mrs. Robertson was in 
the church to receive the payment. 
Of Stiegel, Justice Roberts said no 
other man was so typical of colonial 
life. 
Although he amassed a for­ 
tune as a glassmaker and an iron­ 


master, he spent it all in a life of 
baronial splendor. His fortune gone, 
he turned to the arts and cultural 
studies.
